Further evidence was given in the case in 
which Gearoid Terence Guinness (62), of no 
fixed business and no permanent address, is 
charged with attempting to obtain goods from 
a number of Dublin traders by presenting 
worthless cheques and falsely representing 
G. T. Guinness, Shelbourne 
Hotel, Dubiin. 

Mr. John B, Maguire, 
Switzer, Grafton street, said that the accused 
man called on the 8th inst, and, having 
ordered about £25 worth of clothing from the 
witness, said that he would pay for all the 
goods when he was finished in other depart- 
ments. In all, he ordered goods to the value 
of £64 6s. 2d. At first he said that he would 
make out a che yue for £100, but a superinten- 
dent in the firm would not agree to this, 
and he then made out a cheque for £64 6s. 2d. 
The goods were to be sent to the Shelbourne 
Hotel, but in consequence of what happene

subsequently they were not forwarded. 


Mr. Michael P. Murphy, also of Messrs. 
Switzer, said that the defendant ordered 
clothing from him to the amount of £20 17s. 
6d., which ineluded an overcoat valued at 
£6 16s. 6d. He took off the coat which he 
was wearing and put on the one produc ed, 
telling witness to send the old coat to the 
Shelbourne Hotel with the new goods. 


CHEQUE RETURNED BY BANK. 

Mr. Victor Grey, Superintendent of Messrs. 
Switzer, saill that he. saw the defendant at 
about 6.15 p.m. on the 8th inst., and told 
him that it was an awkward hour at which 
to give cash to the extent that would be the 
difference between the amount of the order 
and the cheque for £100. The defendant then 
drew the cheque for the amount of the order, 
and in due course it was presented to thie 
bank, but was returned marked ‘ R.D.”’ 
Before that the witness had his suspicions 
about the defendant. 

In reply to Mr. P. Campbell, solicitor, who 
appeared for Guinness, the witness said that 
he did not hear that the defendant stopped 
the cheque, but he was at the bank when 
Switzers man went to cash it, 

In further cross-examination, the witness 
said that the defendant telephoned to Messrs. 
Switzer to say that if the goods were not 
delivered at the Shelbourne Hotel at once 
i would take legal proceedings against the 
rm. 

Inspector Dunleavy said that wen he first 
saw the defendant at the College Police 
Station he was wearing the coat and gloves 
which he had obtained from Messrs. Switzer. 

That morning (Wednesday) the defendant 
made a statement to the effect that the 
packer at Messrs. Switzer telephoned him at 
the Shelbourne Hotel, and tried to explain 
the delay. He was annoyed and intended to 
stop his cheque next morning, and institute 
proceedings against Messrs. Switzer for the 
illegal possession of his coat and gloves, 
which he had left there. He closed his state. 
ment by declaring that Messrs. Switzer had 
no action against him whatsoever. 


VISITS TO JEWELLER’S. 

Mr. H. Moore, salesman at Messrs. 
MacDowell’s, O'Connell street, gave evidence 
that defendant called on him and asked for 
the * best ring in the house.” A lady’s five- 
stcne diameead’ ring was produced, and, hav- 
ing fitted it on his finger, the defendant said 
that he would take it. He then filled in a 
cheque, but the witness said that he would 
have to wait about ten minutes before the 
transaction would be completed. The de 


fendant then took up the cheque and left the 


shop. 

Inspector Dunleavy explained to Mr. 
Cussen that the cheque drawn in favour- of 
Messrs. McDowell was found in a cheque 
book which the defendant had in his pos- 
session when arrested. When charged with 
this offence, he said that it was untrue to 
say that he had attempted to pass worthless 
chequés, and added that he had something 
on him to refute such charges. 

Mr. J. Keane, of Messrs. Hopkins and 
Hopkins, O'Connell street, said that the 
defendant came to the shop and chose a 
ring worth £100. He was filling up a cheque 
when the witness said that he could not 
accept a cheque from a man whom he did 
not know. He then left the shop.

THE TURN OVER. 

The defendant, said Mr. Justice Johns! 
mentioned that the turn over was, on the 
average, £55 a week, and finally represented 
—and stuck to it yet—that the tur: 
over was at least £40 a week. His lordship 
had found it very difficult to make 
up his mind on’ this matter, hut, 
assuming that the business was as good as 
the defendant represented it to be, he 
thought that the fact that it dropped so 
much immediately Mr. Brady took it over 
was a very remarkable circumstance. The 
first week's takings were only £25. 

His Lordship thought that if the defendan' 
had carried out his agreement to remain in 
the shop for a week to assist im carrying on 
the business, the plaintiff probably would n 
have suffered the loss that he had suffere 
and he thought the plaintiff was entitled to 
damages for this breach of contract bv the 
defendant. It was impossible to rescind the 
contract because the parties could not be put 
in the same position that they were in at the 
time when the contract was made. 

Without making up hts mind definitely on 
the claim for damages for misrepresent ation, 
his lordship thought that the plaintiff was 
entitled to something substantial for bres 
of eontract, and that the least he could give 
him was the sum of £55. Accordincly, there 
would be judgment for the plaintiff for £ 
with costs to be taxed on the Circuit © 
scale.

Willis; that Mr. Willis was a man who did 
not understand the value of money, but 
would allow money to run through his 
fingers. She also said he had a heavy over- 
draft in the bank, but that the bank held 
security and were not pressing him.

He told her she 
would have to transfer the money to trustees, 
and they would be the legal owners and 
hold it as trustees, and that she would then 
sign a settlement setting out a trust on which 
the money would be held. He asked her il 
she wanted her husband (Mr. Willis) to have 
an interest. She said she had been talking 
it over with him, and that he would be quite 
satisfied if she left him £20,000 her will. 
He told her that the will would be apart 
from the settlement and a separate document. 
She said she was sure Mr. Michaels and Mr. 
Shaw would act as trustees for her. 

ANOTHER VISIT. 

He told her it would not be wise to settle 
ali her free money. Two or three days later 
she came to the office with Mr. Michaels. 
He had nothing to do with bringing Mr. 
Michaels. He toid Mr. Michaels that Miss 
Gallaher had seen him about her affairs and 
that he had advised her to make a settle- 
ment. They calculated her income, and dis- 
cussed what investments should be put in the 
set tiement. It was clear that she had 
£120,000 of free money, and he suggested 
settling half of this sum, and she ast that 
was not enough, and it was arranged that she 
would settle about £100,000, leaving about 
£20,000 free. She made it cléar that she 
would rather dispose of the power’of appoint- 
ment under her father’s will at the same 
time, and make the thing final now.

CONTINENTAL TRAFFIC. 

They would observe, said the Chairman, 
that continental traffic had gone uP bY leaps 
and bounds, and rightly so—the ideal route 
from Ireland to the Continent was tia Cobh.

A French Dilemma. 

The French Court of Cassation gave 
judgment yesterday in the City of 
Tokyo Loan case. It decided that a 
single loan had been made, that the 
City of Tokyo had been paid in 
pounds sterling, which thus determined 
the extent of its liabilities, and, there- 
fore, that it had agreed to repay bond- 
holders in sterling or in francs of an 
equivalent value. This judgment upholds 
the view taken by the Besangon Court. 
which, however, was reversed by the Paris 
Court of Appeal, where the City of Tokyo 
made good its contention that the loan 
was issued separately, though at the same 
time, in Paris, London, and New York, 
and was repayable in the currencies of 
the countries concerned.

Certainly Mr. Snowden took this view ; 
for he sent a second Note to the Qual 
d’Orsay in the same sense in which he 
had written before, and there for the 
moment the matter rests. Since now 
French law, speaking through France's 
Supreme Court of Appeal, has. proclaimed 
that the City of Tokyo Loan must be 
repaid in sterling, because it was lent in 
the equivalent of sterling, it is hard to see 
how the French Government can wrigg e 


out of its obligations to British and Irish 
bondholders if the matter of the Rentes 
is pressed.

The Amateur Theatre. 


The amateur stage, for all practical 
purposes, is a post-war development, 
though its roots strike down to the 
foundations of the drama. Twenty years 
ago it scarcely existed, save in the horrid 
form of ‘‘ amateur theatricals.’’ To-day, 
as a correspondent of The Times “points 
out, nearly three thousand amateur 
dramatic societies produce plays regularly 
in Great Britain. Their spirit, he says, 
is a spirit of adventure. They do not 
seek to compete with the professional 
stage, and their appeal is addressed to 
all classes. Differing from one another in 
resources, they naturally differ not only 
in the plays that they present, but in the 
manner of presentation. Yet, consciously 
or unconsciously, all have one end in view 
—the introduction of valuable plays to 
the English-speaking public, and the 
elevation: of the popular taste. They exist 
everywhere and their influence is great. 
In Dublin, as in London, they constitute 
the chief bulwark against the com- 
mercialism of the drama; indeed, Dublin’s 
proportion of societies probably surpasses 
that of any other city. Thanks to their 
perpetual search for local talent, they 
have given an outlet to many playwrights 
otherwise might have remained 
obscure; and they have introduced the 
English-speaking public to much of the 
great work that has been done in 
continental theatres within the last half- 
Moreover, by the constant 
presentation of the best work, these 
institutions slowly, Lut surely, are creating

What other reason can be ascribed 
than the influence of the amateur? The

Weather Forecasts. 


The science of meteorology is making an 
increasing claim to be “‘ exact,’’ and the 
weather forecasts in newspapers no longer 
are the butt of low comedians. If the 
official forecast says that a day will be 
fine, the odds are, perhaps, ten to one 
that the office-going citizen may leave his 
umbrella at home without subsequent 
regret. Fog is, indeed, the only 
phenomenon which, coming and going as 


it listeth, still baffles the experts. The 
recent advances of meteorology are due tc 
elaborate processes of aerial cartography 
and to the copious use of ‘‘ wireless’’ ; and 
aviation is responsible for both develop- 
ments. In effect, weather science is the 
child of aviation. © The newspaper fore- 
casts are becoming daily more trust- 
worthy because the British Air Ministry 
shares with the whole community the 
knowledge which has become indispens- 
able to the safe transit of military and 
commercial aircraft. We are apt to regari 
the Air Ministry primarily as a public 
benefactor, but its first duty is to its own 
flock; and few laymen realise the 
minute and constant vigilance with which 
the Ministry’s meteorological department 
shepherds every machine of the Royal Air 
Force upon its lawful occasions. An 
order which came into force on Monday 
will help our readers to realise it. 
Routine weather forecasts, says this order, 
will be broadcast from the Ministry to 
R.A.F. units on a wave-length of 4,098 
metres. There will be two for daylight 
filying—at 8.25 a.m. and noon; one for 
night flying—at 3.30 p.m. ; and one for the 
following day—at 4 p.m. The area covered 
by these forecasts will be divided. into 
districts, and a separate forecast will be 
issued for every district. “ When the 
duration of a flight is likely to exceed 
two hours, or when the routine forecasts 
indicate the probability of adverse weather 
conditions, or when the C.O. considers it 
necessary, a special forecast is to be 
obtained from the Air Ministry.’ The 
order condemns the practice by which 
units obtain weather reports from other 
R.A.F. stations, “ since such reports do 
not cover the intermediate stages of a 
flight.” Thus every pilot of the Royal

Motor Ships. | 


The convenience and economy of motor- 
power continue to usurp the old dominion 
of steam over the waters. During last year 
the tonnage of motor ships built through- 
out the world was greater by 40 per cent. 
than it had been in any former year, and 
surpassed the output of steamers by about 
20 per cent. How rapidly motor tonnage 
has increased within seven years is shown 
by the current issue of the Motor Ship. 
In 1923 sixty-one vessels fitted with 
internal combustion enginés were built, 
representing a gross tonnage of 236,000 
and an indicated horse-power of 127,855. 
Since that year a constapt increase has 
been manifest in all these figures, and 1950 
saw the completion of 240 motor vessels, 
with a gross tonnage of 1,640,290 and an 
indicated horse-power of 1,307,050. Great 
Britain has obtained her share of this 
increase. Foreign competition, which has 
hit her production of steamships heavily, 
is less formidable in the case of motor 
vessels. In 1930 she constructed more 
motor tonnage by 75 per cent. than in the 
previous year, and her output represented 
45 per cent. of the world’s total. Were 
this advance to continue at its present rate, 
there would-be no fear for the future of 
the Lagan and the Clyde. The prospect for 
1931, however, is less rosy. At this time 
last year 351 vessels, amounting to a 
tonnage of 2,289,000, were on order 
throughout the world; orders at present 
are for no more than 253 ships, amounting 
to 1,620,000 tons. =et.the vital fact 
remains that oil has displaced coal, and 
the abolition of the steamship is merely a 
question of time. South Wales and Lanca- 
shire will do well to recognise this fact, as 
Belfast and Glasgow have recognised it.

FRENCH GOVERNMENT'S 
ACTION, 


From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Wednesday. 

Increased production of French agri- 
cultural produets is part of the new 
Government’s policy, as foreshadowed by 
M. Victor Boret, Minister of Agriculture, 
in an interview published this evening by 
the 7ntransigeant. 

M. Boret described the situation of 
French agriculture as tragic. All stock 
are selling below cos ost of production, and 
the peasant is losing twenty to twenty-five 
francs a quintal on wheat. 

The Minister declared that the Govern- 
ment has decided to take the most ener- 
getic measures to prevent this state of 
affairs. 

M. Boret admits that the cost of living 
may rise as a result, but asks what is 
the importance of eighteen centimes a day 
increase in the price of a family’s bread 
beside the increase in the price of other 
things. | 

He explains that the Government 
intends to seek a reduction in the cost 
of living in other directions—notably, by 
facilitating direct marketing and persuad- 
ing buyers to use more discrimination. 
“The consumer must learn,” he says, 
‘that we are enterng an era of restric- 
tions.”’ 


BRITISH STANDARD OF

ACCEPTED BY THE BANK OF 
FRANCE.

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HORSES ON SLIPPERY ROADS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—In view of the many complaints of 
horses injured by falling during the recent 
slippery weather and of the danger of modern 
mi urfaces for horse traffic, may I follow 
up a letter from “H. J. P.” which appeared 
on the 15th December, and advocated frog 
development as the safest and simplest non- 
slipping pad for horses? 
P.’s"’ advice. To 
permit the frog to develop, rational shoeing, 
commonly known as shoeing flat, is necessary. 
This method is adviséd by our veterinary 
surgeon and by the Irish Master Farriers’ 
Association. It brings the frog of the horse’s 
foot, placed in the centre of the sole, into 
constant use oF pectin it to receive the 
concussion ca by “the foot’s coming in 
contact with the ground surface. The more 
use the frog receives, the stronger and 
healthier it mes. The frog grips the 
smooth surface of the road, and is a perfect 
natural safeguard a poe sli ping. 

Shoeing flat, to allow the frog to develop, 
will greatly rolong the horse's working life, 
because i. absorbs concussion and prevents 
Eag pi bái etc.; expands the heels 

prevents contracted feet and aon seated 
corns, assists in a healthy eirculation of 
blood to the foot, and so wards off canker, 
and helps to 
carry the veig ht of the body. To accomplish 
ali this, the rog of the foot must take its 
natural share of road pressure, and it cannot 
do it if the horse is shod with high caulks.

WORK OF TRADES . 
LOANS ACT, . 
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DISAPPOINTING 
RESULTS. 


From Ovr POLITICAL CoRRESPONDENT. 


HE troubles of certain manufacturing 
companies in the Free State recently 
have had the effect of directing attention 
to the Trades Loans (Cuarantee) Act of 
1924, by which some of these concerns were 
helped. Questions have been asked as to 
the extent by which the facilities offered 
by the Act have been utilised for the pro- 
motion of industries. Actually the number 
of applicants has been disappointing, and 
the industries helped have been small in 
comparison with the hopes which were ex- 
pressed in the Oireachtas when the bill was, 
going through, 

In the five years during which the Act 
has been in operation only about twenty 
guarantees have been given, representing 
an aggregate sum of over £500,000. 

The main reason for the fact that the 
operations of the Act have been so circum- 
scribed is not that there is any lack of 
industries which might be helped, but 
rather that so few of them are able to 
comply with the conditions imposed. 

The preamble to the Act itself sets out 
the scope of its operations thus: ‘‘ To 
enable the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce to guarantee certain classes of

Earthquakes. 


HEAVY LOSS OF 
LIFE IN ANDES. 


From Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT, 


NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

A triple eruption, accompanied by an 
earthquake, is reported from the Poma 
region of the Argentine. The little town 
of Poma, high up in the Cordillera Real, 
a range of the Andes, was déstroyed by an 
earthquake on Christmas Eve, and some 
thirty-five of the inhabitants were stated 
to have perished. 

The Associated Press Correspondent at 
San Antonio de los Cobres, some forty 
miles north of Poma, reports that to-day 
further serious seismic disturbances were 
felt in North-Western Argentina.

The Court of Cassation gave judg- 
ment this afternoon in favour of the 
French bondholders in the City of Tokyo

WITHIN CERTAIN LIMITS. 


These things can be done, however, only 
within certain limitations. For instance, 
no money for working capital will be 
guaranteed ; the whole of the loan must 
be used for the purpose of carrying out 
works of a capital nature; no guarantee 
will be given in respect of a loan which 
will be used wholly or in part for the pur- 
pose of extinguishing existing liabilities or 
commitments ; no power is given for the 
purpose of guaranteeing ordinary or pre- 
ference shares. Moreover, it is to be noted 
that it is only in the case of industries 
calculated ‘‘ to promote a reduction in the 
retail prices of essential c »mmodities”’ that 
the Minister has power to grant a loan. 
As a matter of fact, no Government loans 
have been issued under the Act. Loans 
‘‘ for the purpose of carrying out capital 
undertakings ’’ can be guaranteed by the 
Minister in respect of principal and 
interest. The applicant is expected to 
arrange the loan himself, but it is assumed 
that with the. aid of the Government 
guarantee he will be able to do so on better 
terms. 

In so far as the Act has operated it has, 
of course, helped a certain number of in- 
dustries to try out the possibilities of their 
projects, and incidentally has created con- 
siderable employment, which without the 
guarantee would not be ayailable.

YEAR,

BRIDGING THE GULF.

Either the 
Indian leaders must arrive at a working 
agreement for a start, or they must 
candidly confess their inability to agree 
by their own efforts, and invite a settle- 
ment from outside.

THE DERBY “SWEEP.” 


The scheme for the Derby Sweepstake 
was laid before the Minister for Justice 
in Dublin by the Hospitals’ Trust at the 
same time that the scheme for the present 
Grand National Sweepstake came under 
his notice. The Minister, however, re 
fused to sanction it until he had received 
the fully audited accounts of the Man- 
chester November Handicap Sweepstake. 

It had been the intention of the pro- 
moters t» run both sweepstakes conjointly, 
be -ause' the three months between the 
conclusion of the present sweepstake in 
March and the Derby in June would not 
have given sufficient time. It was then 
that the question of abandoning the Derby 
Sweepstake arose. 

Other counsels have now prevailed, and 
the sweepstake will be organised and got 
going within the next three or four weeks. 
ne Hospitals’ Committee has prepared 
its scheme and laid it before the Minister, 
who, however, is still waiting for tae 
annual audit of the accounts of some of 
the participating hospitals. These are 
expected to be forthcom:ng immediately. 


SANCTION EXPECTED. 


The auditor’s report for the Manchester 
November Handicap will be considered at 
a meeting. of the Executive Committee of 
the Hospitals’ Committee for that sweep- 
stake to-day, and it will then go before 
the Minister for Justice. The sanction of 
the Minister for the Derby Sweepstake 
scheme is expected within the next few 
uays, 

All the other arrangements for the 
sweepstake have been virtually concluded, 
and the Hospitals’ Trust expects to issue 
the first tickets early next month. The 
time open to the Trust for the running 
of the sweepstake will be just over four 
months, and this is thought to be rather 
short, as six months at least would be 
necessary for its proper organisation. 


SELLING TICKETS IN A 
CINEMA. 


For selling tickets in the Irish Free 
State Hospital Sweepstake on the Grand 
National, J. Windsor Stevenson, manager 
of a cinema in Birmingham, was fined £5 
at the Birmingham Police Court yesterday, 
and ordered to pay £2 8s. 6d. costs. 

The Stipendiary Magistrate (Mr. J. 
Pritchett) said that this was the first 
prosecution in the country, and if another 
such case came before him, the sentence 
would be much more severe. He ordere! 
that the tickets should be sent back to 
Ireland. 

There were five summonses against Mr 
Stevenson ‘‘ for promoting a scheme for a 
lottery and selling tickets,” and he 
pleaded guilty. 


THE CASE FOR THE POLICE. 

Mr. Pugh, prosecuting, said that the 
proceedings were under the Lotteries Act 
of 1823. Stevenson was liable to a penalty 
of £25 on each summons. “He wrote to the 
promoters and obtained books of tickets 
from Dublin. He announced on the screen 
of the picture house that he had tickets for 
sale, and that they could be had on 
application to him. Having regard to the 
bona fides of the picture house patrons 
bought tickets. 

The attention of the police was called to 
the proceedings, and Superintendent 
Bennett called on Stevenson. Stevenson 
explained that he had sold tickets for a 
former sweepstake, and he decided to sell 
some for the forthcoming sweepstake.

Not only have they put into cir- 
culation what are obvious forgeries of the 
tickets of the new Dublin “ Sweep,’’ but 
they are offering to British visitors or 
others likely to be interested, even more 
obvious forgeries of tickets for the two 
great English sweepstakes on the Derby— 
the London Stock Exchange and the Cal- 
cutta Club.

A GREAT RETAINING WALL. 


A- further report was received from. the 
Housing and General Purposes Committee 
recommending that spplication be made for 
sanction to a loan of £90,000 for the con- 
struction of a sea wall at Clontarf. The 
report pointed out that the City Manager 
and Town Clerk, having brought to the 
attention of the Committee the question of 
recurring flooding of Clontarf sea road at 
times of storm and high tide, a Committee 
of Inspection was appointed to view the 
position in company with the Chairman and 
Engineer of the Port and Docks Board, and 
that Comrbitteé now submitted its report 
as follows :— 

é; Your Sub-Committee begs to report that 
they paid a visit of inspection to the Clon- 
tart sea road on the 18th November, 1930, 
and having see the sea wall on each side 
of Clontarf Baths, at Pretoria Villas and 
the Bull Wall. adjourned to a subsequent 
date for the purpose of enabling the City 
Engineer to submit a report as to the cost 
of constructing a concrete retaining wall and 
dealing with alternative methods of filling 
in the space between the proposed new wall 
and the existing one. 

‘Subsequently your Committee had under 
consideration two reports. from the City 
Engineer, the first dealing principally with 
the method of constructing the proposed 
wall and the manner in which the filling in 
should be done; and the second dealing more 
perticularly with the financial aspects of thie 
proposal.

AGAINST TRAMWAYS COMPANY. 


(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE.) 

John Hoey. caitle deaicy, wuo at the date 
of the accident, resided at Clontarf, sued the 
Dublin Tramways Company for damages, 
which were laid at £300, in respect of an 
injury which he alleged he suffered on 
November Ist, 1929, by being tripped and 
knocked down by a fallen wire, the property 
of the company, near Vernon avenue. The 
defendant company denied liability, and 
pleaded that if there was negligence, which 
they denied, the ‘plaintiff, who ought to have 
seen the wire, was guilty of contributory 
negligence. . 

he plaintiff had been examined by three 
Dublin doctors. Fhey agreed that he suffered 
from nervousness, that ‘he sometimes staggered 
in walking and that he walked with the aid 
of‘a'stick. But it was shown that he carried 
a stick’ before the accident. There was a 
scar upon one of his knees, and he airg 
a hérnia, but it was not definitely stated that 
that was the consequence of: the accident.

To the south-west of the castle is, unmis- 
takablv, the bed of a lost river; for the stones 
are gonged and worn into queer shapes by 
centuries of flawing water, and there are 
many other evidences of its existence, includ- 
ing a cuttine where boats used to enter when 
coming to the castle. It flowed into Leugh 
Corrib. Where the river has gone, and the 
reason for its digappecrance, are a mvysterv. 
Some day an archmologist may visit this old- 
world place and discover this with others of 
the secrets that it holds.
